The most 
noted concentation was in the vi- 
cinity of the Dolier River. Our own 
batteries in conjunction with the 
French were active along the whole 
front. 

“The German machine guns kept 
up a continuous fire from the direc- 
tion of Pont d’Aspach and Burnhap- 
ple Haut. Between 7 o'clock in the 
morning and 6 o'clock in the eve- 
ning a number of German planes 
circled over our lines and over the 
enemy's advanced pcesitions. Some 
penetrated our lines, but were forced 
back. During the night the enemy 
offered a fine exhibition of signal 
lights, including 300 flares and rock- 
ets, at various points along the front, 
and red and yellow balloon#® Car- 
rier pigeons were seen flying from 
his front to his rear. Our infantry 
was active in patrol and raiding cp- 
erations. One party entered the 
German trenches at Pont d Aspach 
on the night of June 30-July 1. Re- 
sults are not yet reported. 

“In the Woevre sector the day of 
June 29.to June 30 passed quietly. 
The enemy's artillery delivered a 
scattered fire, which concentrated 
during the evening on the Bois de 
Jury. A small amount of gas was 
used. His machine gun and rifie 
fire were also light and scattered. 
His airplanes flew over cur lines 
from time to time, but on more than 
one occasion were driven back by 
American guns. During the night 
a large number of flares were light- 
ed along his entire front. A propa- 
ganda balloon was found by us con- 
taining copies of ‘La Guerre Qui 
Vient’ and ‘Gazette des Ardennes.’ 

“In the same sector the day of 
June 30 to July 1 was marked only 
by activity in the German rear 
areas. Men on foot, men on horse- 
back, trucks and wagons were seen 
on the road. The enemy's airplanes 
were normally active, while the 
number of balloon ascents was above 
the average. None of the balloons 
remained up longer than an hour 
and a quarter. The enemy's bat- 
teries showed slightly-increased ac- 
tivity, his anti-aircraft batteries be- 
ing greatly on the alert. The area 
which seemed especially singled out 
for shelling was the Hazlett Wood. 
In this vicinity some gas was used. 
During the night the German lines 
were again lighted up with fares, 
while star shells and rockets were 
sent up in great numbers.”

This feature already accounts for 
much of the superiority of morale 
on the side of the Allies, which has 
become sco evident during the past 
month. 

After nearly four years of strug- 
gle at its fall strength, the French 
army is as full of confiden as at 
any moment since the battie of the 
Marne.

BALANCE FAVORS ALLIES. 

In the last three phases of the of- 
fensive there always has been the 
anxious thought: Can Austria do 
either on her own front 
or on ours’? This fear is al ther 
past, and Gen. Fcech is ee, 
American reinforcements flow in, tc 
turn gradually the strategical bal- 
ance from a pure defense to a grand 
and fina] offensive. The increasing 
number and marked success of our 
local attacks of late illustrate this 
change of spirit. 

If we look at the problem as it 
must present itself to the German 
command, further ground for confi- 
dence will be discovered. I have 
more than once pointed out that, 
with all its ability in organization 
and strength in the conduct of an 
offensive, Germany has shown in its 
first three phases a diminishing 
scale of success and dispersion of 
aim and effort which must presently 
result in cpen embarrassment.

FIGURES SENT SENATE SHOW 
ENORMOUS INCREASES

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Figures 
on war profits were sent to the 
Senate by the treasury in response 
to @ resolution by Senator Borah of 
Idaho, calling for information re- 
garding profiteering. 

Although some enormous profits 
were shown, the letter said the re- 
port Was incomplete, that for the 
present the names of the concerns 
listed were withheld and that “no 
special significance” should be at- 
tached to the data, as it was se- 
cured from income and ‘excess 
profits returns as they were filed. 
Information regarding capital 
stock, invested capital, profits of 
1916 and 1917 and the per cent. 
of excess of net income for last 
year over 1916 was given. 

The dairy interests listed showed 
profit Increases from sero to 180 
per cent.; banks up to 80 per cent.; 
contractors as high as 596 per cent. 
and flour mills as high as’ 437 per 
cent. 

The maximum of increased profit 
listed, 2183 per cent., was of a food 
dealer with $1000 capital who 
a a loss of 484 per cent. in 
$325,000 made 34.75 per cent. ex- 
cess. 


In clothing trades a concern with 
$400,000 capital increased its profits 
15 per cent.; one with $300,000 
capital made nothing and one with 
$25 capital reported 191 per cent. 
increased profits. 


Chemical manufacturers’ capital 
and profits respectively included 
$345,000, 31 per cent.; $300,000, 


none, and $100,000, 68 per cent. 
Some of the flour mills’ capital 
and profit Increases reported were 
respectively: $20,000, 112 per cent.:

SERIOUS SITUATION. 

“The fact that this rallroad comes 
within the scope of this law. coupled 


with the calling out on strike of a 


body of men affecting this public, 


utility, or war utility, makes the 
situation with respect to these men 
a serious one,’ Mr. Gortner said. 
“This particular act of calling men 
from service was imminent at the 
time we sued out an injunction. 

“Tlf these men had stopped to 
think, they must have known that 
the crippling of this raliiroad in- 
evitably must have paralyzed the 
war utilities served by it.

age. 

Mrs. Walters owned one of the 
show places of Orange county, near 
Anaheim. For this she had refused 
$66,000 before she met Fox, she 
says. Their chance acquaintance 
started in a cafe at Seal Beach, and 
she admitted on the stand that in 
three days she had promised 
marry him. 

Fox insisted, she said, that she 
give him her ranch, telling her that 
he could manage it much better 
than she could. So she did, she says, 
tendering him a quitelaim title to 
a Piece of property that she says is 
worth $75,000.

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PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 
Independence Day 1915 has clearly 
marked the opening of a new epoch in 
world’s history. It signais the transition 
from the independence of a people to the 
freedom of the race. Under the new world 
democracy there is no more place for a 
subject nation than for human slaves. 
Standing with uncovered head on the soll 
of Mt. Vernon, hallowed by the tread of 
the father of our country, President Wil- 
son pledged the new democracy of the twen- 
tieth century to settle for the oppressed 
peoples of the earth what was settled for 
America in 1776. 

In an address which the occasion will 
render forever memorable, the President 
made plain to the assembled representa- 
tives of thirty-three nations that the tri- 


at the beginning, as they stood in 1776. 
There is sober meaning in his simple state- 
ment, “These great ends cannot be achieved 
by debating.” The President has no illu- 


| sions concerning a revolution within the 


Central empires that will overthrow the 
despotism of the houses of Hapsburg and 
Hohenzollern without help from without; 
he sees clearly it is an issue of peoples 
against peoples that words cannot decide. 
“The past and the present are in 
‘srapple,” he said, “and the peoples of 
earth are being done to death 
them.” 

The President engaged in no 
flights; he held forth no false 
cerning an early and easy victory. 
was an absence of the rounded periods of 
his earlier addresses. But every sentence 
expresses the determination of a will is 
invincible. It gives the impression not of 
the orator fn the tribune, but of*the leader 
who has discarded the toga for the buckler, 
of a chieftain armed for battle. 

Force without stint or limit was manifest 
in every utterance. “There can be but one 
issue. The settlement must be final. There 
can be no compromise. No half-way dect- 
sion would be tolerable. No half-way deci- 
sion is conceivable.” Then followed a re- 
iteration of the four fundamentals which 
the President first enunciated last January 
and which have been accepted by the Huns 
as a basis for peace negotiations. But the 
President stated clearly that these funda- 
mentals are not subject to compromise or 
amendment. Each embodies a principle 
upon which rests the foundation of world 
democracy and human rights. It is for the 
Huns to learn that America doesn't arbi- 
trate a principle. The President made the 
position of the Allies so clear that none 
can misunderstand by epitomizing their 
aims in a single sentence: 

What we seek is the reign of law, 
based on the consent of the governed 
and sustained by the organized opinion 
of mankind. 

President Wilson's simple asssertion 
that, “There can be no compromise, no 
half-way decision is conceivable,” was re- 
ceived with a frenzied outburst of applause 
from the representatives of a score of little 
nations, who had come to lay their garlands 
on the tomb of him who is the father, not 
alone of his country, but of modern democ- 
racy. It conveyed to them and to the peo- 
ples whom they represent the response of 
the Allies to Germany's latest peace offen- 
sive. 

In the Reichstag last week, Von Kuehl- 
mann, German Foreign Secretary, broached 
gain the subject of a negotiated peace. 
He then said that, “In view of the magni- 
tude of this war and the number of powers, 
including those from over-seas that are en- 
gaged, its end can hardly be. expected 
through military decisions alone and with- 
out recourse to diplomatic negotiations.” 
Stripped of its diplomatic verbiage, this 
was notice to the Allies that “Barkis is 
willin’.” President Wilson's Mt. Vernon 
address is the rejoinder of the Allies. The 
fundamentals upon which they will consider 
peace are not subject to discussion. There 
is but one gate to peace, and for a Haps- 
burg or Hohenzollern to enter that gate 
would be “for a camel to pass through the 
eye of a needle.” 

It was but natural that some of the little 
peoples should fear that the spring victories 
of Germany in France might cause the great 
nations supporting the cause of the Allies

The worst counterfeit of all is that 
of half-hearted endeavor and half-minded 
enterprise. A sad number of us are not 
thorough, not sound, not clear.

Copper is an indispensable metal for 
war purposes. A shortage of copper in 
1916 almost wrecked the Hun war machine. 
Even more important to our Allies than the 
wheat from our fields is the copper from 
our mines. At the present time this coun- 
try is called upon to supply practically the 


At least 90 per 
cent. of the copper produced goes into uses 
connected with the war. 

The German government has confiscated 
all the copper within the realm. The linings 
of cathedral roofs have been removed. Tele- 
phone and lighting systems have been dis- 
continued in order that the copper wire 
might be used in making ammunition and 
in establishing wire communications back 
of the fighting lines. Germany and Aus- 
tria were stripped bare of their copper 
when the collapse of Russia enabled the 
Central Powers to secure a new supply. 
Naturally the question rises, what are we 
doing in this country to increase the cop- 
per supply of the Allies? The government 
has requisitioned most of the private stocks 
and regulated the distribution of the prod- 
uct of the mines; but despite repeated 
warnings of government departments the 
city of Los Angeles is guilty of the greatest 
wastage of copper occurring in any country 
now taking a part in the war. 

On Wednesday morning The Times pub- 
lished photographs showing employees of 
the Public Service Commission engaged in 
stringing copper cables along a thorough- 
fare where they paralleled and duplicated 
cables already laid by two private com- 
panies. The cables led to industrial plants 
that were on power lines of two other com- 
panies. It was an indisputable violation of 
orders issued by the Federal Fuel Board. 
If the offender had been a private corpora- 
tion its officials would now be under indict- 
ment for violating Federal orders. 
Perhaps the Public Service Commission- 
ers imagine that they are carrying out the 
will of the citizens of Los Angeles when 
they thus wantonly waste materia) that is 
so urgently needed on the western front. 
The commissioners admitted at their meet- 
ing Wednesday that they had already ex- 
pended $100,000 in building a power distri- 
bution system in a district that is now sup- 
plied by existing companies. They said 
their act was “simply a matter of policy.” 
If they imagine that Los Angeles desires 
them to sully a patriotism that, up to the 
present, has been 100 per cent. pure. it is 
time they were disabused. Mr. Garfield and 
Mr. Lane have each requested the Public 
Service Commission to cease duplication of 
existing power distribution systems and to 
use the money they are now wasting in de 
veloping additional hydroelectric power 
along the aqueduct. That is the policy of 
the Federal government, and it is the pol- 
iey which every person in Los Angeles but 
a few disioyalists and purblind municipal 
ownership faddists desire to see in effect. 
When the electors of the city rejected so 
summarily the power bond proposition of 
;o Public Service Commission last year 
they placed themesives on record as not 
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desiring to spend any more money in @ 
municipal ownership power experiment un- 
til the war is over. The policy adopted by 
the Public Service Commission is pursued 
in direct opposition to the will of the citi-

A party of mountain lovers, the 
majority of them members of the 
southern section of the California 
Sierra Club, left Los Angeles last 
night for a month's walking trip 


rossing the range of the High Sier- 
Se. Instead of traversing the Mt. 


Whitney region, the route will be 
across the High Sierras farther 
north, utilizing portions of the new 
John Muir trall running between Mt.

The itinerary leads via Mammoth 
Pass to the Devil's Post Pile and 
continues to the region of the Rain- 
bow Falls. the Thousand Island 
Lake and the Banner and Ritter 
peaks.
